their kind to be operated, in Cal- 


fornia, are making: a quick’ job here]. 


of building the immense levees which 
will protect this district from any 
early rise in the water of the Sacra- 
mento River or Butte Créek, - as 
In the construction 6f the drainage 
system for the district,; which .im- 
cludes canals, pumping plants, and 
bridges, approximately $360,000. will 
be expended. The job requirds the 
handling of some 1,250,000. cubic 
yards of material. The work is de- 
ing done by the W. E. Callahan Con- 
struction Company and Smith Broth- 
ers, both of Dallas, Texas, who have 
worked in many states, handling some 
of the biggest jobs in the country- 
These great electrical dredges, of 
which there are three in operation, 
are using California’s Hydro-Electric 
energy for power, according ta C. A. 
Johnson, manager, who states that 


this is due to the cheap hydro-e'ec- |‘ 


tric power available here. In order 
to supply .these dredges with elec- 
trical energy. which was some dia- 
‘tance from the work being. carried 
on, five miles of power lines costing 


some $600 were constructed. Port- 


able trangformer sets built on. tricks 
servé the juice to each dredger, be- 
ing moved from point to point-as the 
work progressed. The pole line itself 
wil! be moved as the Work proceeds. 

The levee under construction will 
be 20 feet wide on top with a two 
to one slope on the land side and'a 
three to one slope on the by-pass 
side. } It will be from 17 to 26 feet 
high, In all there will be seven 
dredges at work on this immense pro-

The machines used are of 2¢0 and 
250 horse power capacity, and they 
handle five and six cubic yards of 
‘earth at a scoop.
